material and contained within a waveguide (Claims 13-20). 

Also, regarding claim 13, the double patenting rejection using co-pending 
application 10/421,305 is overcome by the amendment since the co-pending claims do 
not teach the claimed invention including at least one cavity at least partially formed of a 
dielectric material and contained in a waveguide. Note that Applicant did not submit a 
terminal disclaimer for the co-pending application 10/421,305, for which the rejection is 
now overcome and the claim is allowed.
